THE FINAL VOTE WAS 204 TO 140 


Pending Amendments Disposed of in Short 
Order—The Internal Revenue and In- 
come Tax Propositions Carried. 
Senate Proceedings.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) At 6 6’clock tonight 
the Wilson Tariff Bill had passed the 
House by a vote of 204 to 140. The 
events leading up to it were almost 
unparalleled in our annals. At 12 
o'clock, after a_ preliminary. skirmish 
of an hour over the barley schedule, 
the bill was reported to the House anda 
the closing Speeches. were made. Such 
a vast concourse of people as assembled 
to hear the final arguments had never 
before been seen within the precincts of 
the nation’s Capitol. 

Nothing like it has ever been known 
in the history of the oldest inhabitant. 
For hour before the debate began the 
corridors leading to the galleries were 
a surging mass of humanity which 
finally became so great that men cried 
out in terror and women fainted in 
fright. It is estimated that over 20,000 
attempted to gain admittance to the 
galleries of the House today. The seat- 
ing capacity of the House is about 
3000, and every available seat was oc- 
cupied long before the gavel dropped. 
People were lined against the walls and 
banked aguinst the doors. So great 
did the crush become that the members 
secured permission to bring their wives 
upon the floor. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock the crowds In 
the immense gallery on the north side 
of the chamber became so great that 
there was imminent danger that some 
people would be pressed over the rail- 
ing. Those in the corridors kept crush- 
ing into the doorways and those still 
further back pressed forward until the 
stairs and aisles of the gallery were 
literally packed with a mob of restless, 
impatient men. In one of the aisles a 
fight was precipitated - between two 
men over the color question. One of 


the combatants was a negro demand- 


ing his full rights as an American 
citizen, and the other was & white man 
making the same claim. This claim 
included the right to stand on the same 
square foot of territory and, as it was 
too small for both men, a race war re- 
sulted. The belligerents were hustled 
from the gallery as fast as the “‘wb- 
struction of a human wall wou!d per- 
mit and comparative quiet was soon 
restored. 

The crowding at the doors continued 
until Speaker Crisp, who had been ner- 
vously noticing the dangerous packing 
of the people, interrupted the roll-call 
long enough to say that it was in the 
interest of the safety of human life 
that the doorway he cleared. He asked 
the door-keeper of the gallery to clear 
out scme of those who stood in the en. 
trances so as to make those already 
inside as comfortable as possible with- 
out being in danger. It was next to 
impossible, however, at once to exe- 
cute this’ order, as there was abso- 
lutely no room for the ejectment of 
those who had found entrance into the 
aisles, and policemen Kept pressing 
back the peopie until they had ma- 
terially reduced the danger. 

When ex-Speaker Reed, the first 
speaker of the closing Scenes, arose at 
last to deliver the final plea for pro- 
tection, ihe overhanging galleries were 
blask- and dense spectators. 
Every inch of space upon the floor was 
taken. Only ten of 354 members of the 
House were absent. Many Senator: 
and other — distinguished personages 
were on the floor and in the galleries 
were Mrs. Cleveland, Mrs. Vice-Pres- 
ident Stevenson and other ladies of 
eminence and distinction. + 

For three hours the oratory of the 
champions of the two economic sys- 
tems followed—Reed; Crisp and Wil- 
son—while their partisans made the 
air vocal with their shouts of approval. 


| The appearance of the Speaker of the 


House upon the floor engaged in de- 
bate -was in itself remarkable as an 
unusual. thing. Each of the speakers 
seemed to be in the best of form and 
their speeches today will rank among 
the most brilliant of their lives.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—(By the As- 

sociated Press.) SENATE.—The galleries 
were crowded today. Senator Hil] of New 
York presented the resolution of the 
New York Legislature congratulating 
the President on the Hawaiian policy 
and protesting against the Wilson tariff 
bill. 
Senator Allen of Nebraska presented 
a resolution directing the Secretary of 
the Treasury to inform the Senate 
what amount of government paper 
money had been redeemed since 1875, 
and how much, if any, was reissued; 
also what authority of law exists for 
the gold reserve; when it was estab- 
lished, and why now maintained. The 
resolution went over. 

Senator Peffer presented a resolution 
directing the Secretary of the Treasury 
to inform the Senate how many offers 
for bond purchases were presented, giv- 
ing names and places of business of the 
persons or firms, and for what amounts 
the bonds had been sold. 

Senators Stewart and Allison con- 
tended that Secretary of the Treasury 
had no power to issue bonds for other 
purposes than redemption and that it 
would be a violation of the law for the 
Secretary of the Treasury to use money 
thus accruing for the purpose of meet- 
ing current expenditures. 

Senator Dubois said he could not vote 
for Senator Stewart's resolution be- 
cause he denied the power of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to issue bonds for 
any purpose. 

- Senator, Call took the position that 
the. Secretary of the Treasury had not 


power .to issue beads for the purpose 


contemplated. 

At 5:15 the Senate adjourned. 

HOUSE.—The gallery .of the House 
was crowded long before the session 
opened. The leaders on both sides were 
accorded an ovation as they entered 
the hall. 

At the opening of the debate there 
was a continuation of the skirmish 
over the amendment to the barley 
schedule.

Mr. l'ayne’s substitute of 25 cents per 
bushel on barley met the same. fate, the 
vote being 91 to 108. 

The vote would then have recurred 
on the committe amendment, when Mr.

Foreigners are Responsible for 
Rio's Condition. 


He Says They Have Broken 
Their Compact. — 


The Panama Scandal Revamped —Gladstone’'s 
Resignation Generally Expected—The 
French Coast Defenses—A Ger- 
man Siave-tradcF.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Feb. 1.—(Copy- 
righted, 1894, by Cable and Associated 
Press.) The following is the letter of 
Admiral Da Gama sent yesterday to 
the conference of the naval command- 
ers to discuss the action of Admiral 
Benham in protecting American ves- 
sels: 

“At the beginning of the revolution 
the city of Ric de Janciro was defen led 
by six field pieces and was at the 
mercy of th? squadron in the harbor. 
The chiefs of the foreign naval fleets in 
collective and unanimous vote. de- 
clared that they would oppose with 
force a bombardment unless provoked 
from land. On learning this, Presi- 
dent Peixotto withdrew his field-pieces 
and by strategy began the work of re- 
fortifying the city with numerous and 
heavy guns. The work was begun re- 
cently and completed early. All hills 
in the city are marked-by fortifications 
and the monasteries and factories have 
been converted into fortresses. 
Trenches have been dug in the stréets 
and other methods taken to make the 
city secure. Along with these meas: 
ures it was reported that it was the in- 
tention of the government soon to open 
fire upon the squadron.” 

After making this 
Gama asks: 


statement 
‘“‘Are the conditions the 
seme? Are not you to blame for the 
change? Should you not force. Peix- 
otto to keep his conpact? The task 
of the squadron is more arduous, bloody 
and dangerous, but we do not falter. 
Our compact will be kept, but we re- 
serve the right to reply to the city 
batteries when My it without 
notice. The blame the result will 
be upon you.” 

Admiral Benham sent word to Da 
Gama that he would not interfere with 
the military operations, and told him 
that he would only object when he 
(Da Gama) ‘fired on American ships 
for the purpose of frightening them 
from going to the wharves. Benham 
says no compact exists betwcen the 
commanders of the foreign fleets. They 
withdrew from the agreement for the 
protection of the city against bombard- 
ment by the insurgents’ vessels months 
ago. The admiral says he has asked 
the government at Washington whether 
he shall insist upon notice being given 
by the insurgents previous to any at- 
tempt to bombard the city. He thinks 
that as Rio is fortified he will not be 
justified in interfering with any more 
of this sort of work on the part of Da 
Gama. 

It is evident that the commanders 
of the other fleets are also doubtful on 
this point, as they have also asked 
instructions from their governments. 
Benham has warned the commanders 
of American ships in the harbor that 
a bombardment is possible, Iie has told 
them what they should do, and has 
indicated to what extent he could pro- 
tect them.

were put under way and cleared for 
action. After the Detroit took a posi- 
tion a boat from one of the vessels 
running a line preparatory to a haul 
in was fired upon with muskets from 
the insurgent ship. The .Detroit re- 
turned the fire with a one-pounder, the 
shot striking under her bow. The in- 
surgents fired a broadside gun to lee- 
ward. Later the insurgents fired a 
broadside gun over the merchant ves- 
sel. The Detroit returned the fire with 
muskets, striking the  insurgent’s 
stern post. Passing. by the in- 
surgent, he hailed, saying: ‘If you 
fire again I will return your fire, and 
if necessary I will sink you.’ 

‘The Detroit answered to the com- 
mand of both vessels, one merchant 
vessel having been carried to a new 
position near the wharf, and tugs 
having offered their services gratu- 
itously to discharge the cargo. The 
insurgent leader was notified that these 
vessels would discharge from their pres- 
ent position, but that my determina- 
tion was not changed to give the Amer- 
ican vessels full protection to the wharf 
if they desire to go.

The right of the insurgents 
to search neutral vessels or selze any 
portion of their cargo is denied, even 
though they are within the class defined 
as contraband, during hostilities be- 
tween independent governments. Forcl- 
ble seizure of such articles in the pres 
ent status of the insurgents would con- 
stitute acts of piracy. Since the effec- 
tive action of Monday everything is 
quict. The attempted biockade to 
commerce and trade is broken, and 
events have moved smocthiy. All for- 
eign commanders concur as far as I 
am advised.

Smith's prepared speech calls atten- 
tion to the fact that on the 17th of Jan- 
uary, 1793, the French people beheaded 
their despotic king. A hundred ye irs 
from that day, here in Hawaii, the last 
independent sovereign on the Western 
hemisphere lost her throne. The 17th 
of January, has, therefore, gained the 
right to be known as one of the 
world’s democratic hofidays. 

Speaking of the provisional govern- 
ment’s recent defiance to President 
Cleveland in refusing to surrender its 
power to the Queen, Smith says:

Mr. Crisp dectaréiccthat the thirty 
years of protection was a period of un- 
rest, during which the masses con- 
stantly rebelled against burdensome tax- 
ation. They had always been stilled at 
the polls by Repwblican promises to 
reduce the tariff. If elected, they sur- 
rendered themselves, bédy and soul, to 
the manufacturemm.~«-He pointed to the 
Chinese as an example of the protect- 
ive policy. 

For twenty-five years, he said, the 
Democratic party had been trying to 
get into power. It told the people if 
given power it would reduce the bur- 
densome taxation. This tariff measure 
was a redemption these pledges. It 
was not a perfect , but it was a step 
in the right dire eferring to the 
various features . bill, he spoke 
of the income tax, the allusion to which 
was greeted with vociferous applause 
by the adherents of that measure. Mr. 
Crisp closed with an eloquent appeal 
to his Democratic associates to waive 
minor objections and look at the great 


Democratic principles involved. 


Representative Wilson, chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee, at 
once arose to close the debate. He was 
greeted with great cheers. He ‘opened 
with a sarcastic reply to Mr. Burrows 
of Michigan, and Mr. Dolliver of Iowa. 
Turning to the subject in hand, he 
eloquently portrayed the advance of 
freedom. ‘‘This bill,’’ he said ‘‘is one of 
those advances. No McKinley bill could 
stem the advance of human progress. 
Great causes cannot be laughed or rid- 
iculed away. from 
Maine could not draw from-his armory 
of sarcasm and wit any shaft to stop 
the advance of this cause of lightening 
burdensome taxation.” 

Referring to the income tax Mr. Wil- 
son said that he had not wanted it 
attached te his bill, but that once at- 
tached, he supported it loyally. There 
was continued applause as Mr. Wilson 
denied the charges of sectionalism in 
the™bill. He closed “with an eloquent 
appeal to his follow-Democrats, saying 
that in passing’ the bill the House 
would make permanent the record of 
no mere passing event, but a great 
epoch in American history. 

Mr. Wilson's glowing  peroration 
aroused the Democrats and the gal- 
leries tonight to the highest pitch of 
enthusiasm and the demonstration 
wk?*h followed his words has seldom 
been equaled in the House. The whole 
Detpcratic side rose to its feet, books 
and records were thrown in the air and 
cheer followed cheer. The people in 


‘the galleries joined with voice and 


hands in the tribute. Before Wilson 
could sit down three Democratic mem- 
bers, ‘bubbling over with enthusiasm, 
Messrs. Johnson, Tucker and Bryan, 
rushed up the aisle, lifted Wilson upon 
their shoulders and carried him in tri- 
umph to the rear of the hall, where for 
ten minutes he listened to the words 
of praise showered upon him. It was 
a remarkable demonstration in every 
respect. 

The time had now arrived for a vote 
on the bill and the pending amend- 
ments, but the disorder was so great 
that the sergeant-at-arms was called 
to clear the aisles and the wives of 
members who had been allowed upon 
the floor were obliged to retire. 

It took twenty minutes to restore 
order, so that the public business could 
proceed. The Speaker then announced 
two amendments, that of the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means to release the 
duty on barley from 20 to 25 per cent. 
and on barley malt 25 to 35 per cent., 
and an amendment by Mr. Tawney 
(Rep.) of Minnesota to increase the 
duty to 22 cents per bushel on barley 
and 32 cents on barley malt. The first 
vote was taken on the Tawney amend- 
ment, which was lost, 120 to 197. The 
committee amendment was then agreed 
to by a vote of 202 to 134, although a 
number of Democrats, including 
Messrs. Lockwood, McCreary, McMil- 
lin, Warner, Bland, Wheeler and Wol- 
verton voted against it. 

The Speaker then announced that the 
vote was upon the amendments adopted 
by the committee of the whole. Mr. 
Johnson of Ohio demanded a separate 
vote on the wool and woolen amend- 
merft, and Mr. English upon the in- 
come tax and the petroleum amend- 
ments. Other amendments, including 
that abolishing the bounty on sugar 
and that placing refined sugar on the 
free list, were agreed to in bulk with- 
out division. 

The amendment which Mr. Johnson 
desired a separate vote up@1, ‘placing 
wool upon the free list immediately upon 
the passage of the Wilson bill, having 
been vitiated by a later amendment 
placing the date at August 2, the point 
of order was raised that the latter 
amendment must first be voted upon, 
but after some discussion the chair 
decided that the Johnson amendment 
must be first voted upon to perfect the 
text, and that the real test would come 
upon an amendment to strike out the 
words “immediately after the passage 
of the’ bill,” and insert ‘‘on and after 
August 2.” The Johnson amendment 
was therefore agreed to without divi- 
sion, and the other amendment was 
agreed to by a vote of 205 to 147. 

The amendment fixing December 2 
as the date when the manufactured 


_ woolen schedule would go into effect, 


was also adopted, by a vote of1209 to 
126. A vote wag then taken upon! the 
amendment providing for reciprocity 
in petroleum, and was carried “by a 
vote of 177 to 47. 

The last amendment was that -provid- 
ing for the income tax. Representative 
Cockran demanded the yeas and nays 
upon this amendment. It was signifi- 
cant that the Republicans refused to 
second the demand for the yeas and 
nays, but enough Democrats rose to 
order a roll-call. It was found that the 
income tax could not be voted upon 
as a separate proposition. The Speaker 
deciding, in accordance with a prece- 
dent which he cited, that the internal 
revenue amendment having been re- 
ported as a single amendment, it could 
not be divided. The vote, therefore, 
was upon the entire rejection of the 
internal revenue amendment, The Re- 
-publicans, Sow exceptions, re- 
fused to vote, but the amendment, in- 
cluding the income tax, was adopted 
by a vote of 182 to 50. 

The Populists voted in the affirma- 
tive, as did the following Republieans:

The motion to re- 
commit was then defeated on a rising 
vote—103 to 177. 

Then came the final vote on the Dill 
itself, on which the yea and nay vote 
vote was asked, and granted by a ris- 
ing vote. The roll-call was watched 
with marked attention, and frequéht 
bursts of applause greeted accessions 
to one side or the other. Mr. Beltz- 
hoover was the first to win applause 
by his yea vote, indicating that the 
Pennsylvanians were falling into line.

A DANGEROUS LUNATIC. 


“Charlies Maurer an Unsafe Man to Be | at 


Large 

A stoutly-built German of medium 
height, comfortably attired, presented 
himself at the counter of the Times 
counting-room and requested that an 
advertisement be inserted in the “for 
sale’’ columns to the effect that he, 
Charles Maurer, residing at No. 120 
Wilmington street, was desirous of dis- 
posing of his body to some medical so- 
ciety upon the most advantageous 
terms obtainable. 

The idea ct a man’s being anxious to 
sell his body in advance being some- 
thing of a novelty, a Times man sought 
an interview with Maurer at the ad- 
dress above referred to, yesterday, with 
the view of ascertaining his reason for 
wishing to do so. Upon being ques- 
tioned Maurer launched out into an 
almost unintelligible recital of his woes, 
which convinced his interrogater that 
he is unquestionably insane and a fit 
candidate for the asylum, of which he 
admitted he had once been an inmate. 
He is, according to his own story, a 
victim of witchcraft, and has had a num- 
ber of narrow escapes from death at 
the hands of invisible enemies who are 
constantly surrounding him. Five dif- 
ferent attempts, he claims, have been 
made to poison him, both at his present 
residence, a lodging-house, and other 
places where he roomed. He  an- 
nounced with an air of gravity that was 
evidently intended to impress his au- 
ditor with a full sense of the import- 
ance of the communication, that a so- 
ciety had been formed for the express 
purpose of killing him, and making 
malade out of his carcass in order 
that the members might obtain certain 
knowledge which he . This 
society, he avered solemnly, was headed 
by prominent bankers, who were in the 
habit of using a certain wine made in 
Europe from Tokay, by means of which 
they could transform themselves from 
one shape to another at will. It was in 
order that he might outwit the mem- 
bers of this society that he proposed to 
sell or give his body to some medical 
society which, upon his death, would 
preserve the knowledge he possessed 
and not make such use of it as would 
his enemies. Maurer announced gravely 
that he was liable to die at any moment 
and insisted, therefore, that the Times 
man hurry up and insert his advertise- 
ment before his enemies got in their 
deadly work. 

Having realized the situation he was 
in long beforé Maurier concluded his 
story, the reporter lost no time in ac- 
cepting the crank’s insistance as an 
opportunity for leaving and lost no 
time in getting out of the room. 

Maurer is undoubtedly a dangerous 
lunatic and should be restrained before 
he does injury to himself or others.

The Output of Gold. ~ 

(Saf? Lake Tribune:) Some sanguine 
men in Colorado believe that the out- 
put of gold this year will be 400 per 
cent. greater than it was last year. 
The sanguine men of Utah believe that 
the output of this Territory in gold 
this year will be very much greater 
than it was in 1893. We think there 
will be 150 miles up and down the 
country thoroughly prospected just as 
soon as the snow gets off in the spring, 
and men can comfortably live out 
of doors, and the result of that will 
be the finding of a great many mines, 
and the working of a great many 
that are already found. It will be 
noticed that some of the Idaho miners 
have determined to make a more ex- 
tended investigation of different parts 
of Idaho in search of gold, and alto- 
gether we expect that by another New 
Year’s day the’ report will be that the 
annual output, which has been about 
$33,000,000 a year for the past four 
years, will be increased to probably 
$50,000,000. That will be about 70 cents 
per capita for the men of the United 
States. Probably 30 per cent. of that 
will be used in the arts and that will 
leave 50 cents each to go into coinage.

This an- 
noyed the animal, and at the first red 
flag flaunted in his face he made a 
vicious lunge at Enrique Luna, one of 
the fighters, who, in his heroic efforts 
to get out of the way, lost his cindrella. 
The banderilleros came forward with 
their torturing instruments, which were 
to be stuck into the pad of hay, but 
the bull kept a close watch on their 
movements and drove them with a toss 
of his head behind the safety guards. 
This bull was in the ring fifteen min- 
utes, and while there he made fifteen 
minutes of solid fun... He was turned 
out into the corral. 

During the intermission for the next 
bull, the two bands played ‘“‘Over the 
Waves to the Sea” and several other 
nice pieces, and the clowns gave pleas- 
ant exhibitions. 

At 4 o’clock p.m. the trap to the bull 
pén was raised, and into the ring came 
snorting a red byll, He gazed over the 
spectators, eyed the fighters, but did 
not appear to be afraid of the red flags. 
He performed several acrobatic feats 
in endeavoring to get the pad of hay 
from his back, and finally he was driven 
out of the arena into the corral. 

Gonzales, one of the clowns, then an- 
nounced to the crowd that an intermis- 
sion of five minu'ttes would occur, to 
allow “‘the head men of Don Fuentes 
from Spain to get their breath.’’ 

The fighters then appea:ved in the 
ring with bales of hay tied around their 
bodies, after which a big, savage bull 
was let into the ring, and he made more 
fin than a basket of monkeys. The 
fighters, who were hampered by extra 
weight, could not get to the safety 
gvards as rapidly as before, and the 
bull toyed with several of them, caus- 
ing intense excitement.

The captain sev- 
era] times attempted to drive him from 
the ring to the corral but the crowd 
appealed to him to keep the bull in the 
ring a few minutes longer. The ap- 
peals were favored, and the big animal 
again kept the fighters dodging him 
to the gréat joy of the crowd. 

The fourth bull that was turned loose 
in the ring proved a kicker from Kick- 
ersville, but he would not fight. He 
spied the gate that lead into the corral 
and made a rush for it, broke the tim- 
bers and escaped to the corral. After 
a wait of ten minuteg the bull was se- 
cured and driven back into the ring 
again. He stood in the middle of the 
arena, pawing the earth and snorting, 
and finally made a rush for the more 
aggressive fighter, catching Cruz 
Orozco squarely on his horns and roll- 
ing him over on the ground. The sight 
was a thrilling one, but the brave fel- 
low with presence of mind laid as flat 
as possible to the ground when the bull 
bounded over him.

WILL SHUT DOWN. 


The University Bank to Go Out 
of Business. 


All Liabilities Will Be Paid in Full on Pre- 
sentation— What Judge Widney Says— 
An Interview With Maj. 
Bonebrake. 


wee 


A rumor was im circulation on the 
streets yesterday afternoon to the effect 
that the University Bank was about to 
zo into liquidation and would turn its 
business over to the Los Angeles Na- 
tional Bank, causing considerable com- 
ment and not a little surprise, for the 
reason that, while the bank did not do 
a large business, its resources were re- 
garded as being in good shape, and the 
institution a paying one. 

Upon tracing the rumor up it was 
found that the report had fotindation 
in fact. The Uniyersity Bank is about 
to close out its biisiness, but, contrary 
to the rule in such cases, it will not 
only pay up liabilities, including the 
capital stock in frll but will have from 
$60,000 to $70,000 to divide among the 


shareholders as profit on their invest- 


ment. 

Judge J. P. Widney, when seen by a 
Times reporter last evening and asked 
in regard to the reason for the pro- 

move, stated that it was not ow- 
ing to a lack of funds that the bank 
would discontinue. “Since we reopened 
in June,’’ he said, “‘our business has 
been steadily increasing. We have had 
a most loyal set of depositers....Qur only 
object in closing is purely a matter of 
business, as it will be much more profit- 
able to myself and other officers of the 


bank to attend to our large cutside in-- 


terests than attend to a.limited inter- 
est in the bank. To properly care for 
the interests of a banking business re- 
quires the entire time of the managers, 
for while not actually occupied with 
a piece of business they must constant- 
ly be present in order to pass upon any 
question that may arise. It was wholly 
optional with us whether to continue or 
gradually close up our business. We do 
not propose to close our doors at once, 
but will pay our depositors in full, 
having the cash on hand to do so. 
“After paying our liabilities in full, 
we will have f $160, to $170,000 of 
assets with Whith to pay our share- 
holders their fuil stock of $100,000 and 
a dividend of some 60 or 70 per cent.”’ 
Judge Widney further stated that 
depositors would be*requested to bring 
in their books and have their accounts 
adjusted at their convenience. The bank 
will not take any new business but 
will close out all transactions on hand, 
and whem the doors are closed a de- 
posit will be,made with the Los An- 
geles National Bank to take care of 
all claims that may come in after that 
time. 
WHAT MAJ. BONEBRAKE SAYS. 
Maj. George H. Bonebrake of the 
Los Angeles National Bank was seen 
at his residence on Figuerva street by 
a Times reporter last evening. Asked 
as to the rumor that the University 
Bank was about to go into liquidation 
he said that while such was not the 
case yet negotiations had been con-, 
cluded whereby the management of the 
Los Angeles National Bank had ar- 
ranged to furnish the funds necessary 
to pay the amount owing to depositors 
of the University Bank. The latter 
concern would not receive new deposits 
but would continue its present organi- 
zation for a ‘sufficient time to quietly 
close up its business. This arrange- 
ment was, in fact, already in effect. 
Regarding the details.of the negotia- 
tions or of the agreement reached as 
a result of the negotiations, Mai. Bone- 
brake said they were of a private na- 
ture and he would, therefore, decline 
to make them public. By closing up 
the affairs of the University Bank in 
the manner which he had just de- 
scribed the depositors would be put to 
no delay or incomvenience in getting 
their money, as would be the case if 
the concern were to go into liquidation. 
Not only would this be the case, but 
the entire business of the bank would 
in that way be closed up so that all 
needless apprehension as to possible 
unfortunate contingencies would be 
averted.

The old stage coach which ran years 
ago between Carson City and Folsom 
Starts every half hour from the Admin- 
istration Building and any one wish- 
ing to experierice a genuine stage ride 
has only to take his seat in the vehicle, 
which, by the way, is said to be the 
coach in which Horace Greely rode 
from Nevada into California, and which 
then was driven by Hank Monk. The 
read winds from the Administration 
Building through a beautiful pine grove 
and it is quite likely that before you 
reach your destination the coach wifl 
Of course, merely to il- 

strate the vicissitudes oO 
in that manner. 

Onge in the camp, if you arrive there 
in safety, there are various ways of 
spending your time. The Stage draws 
up with a flourish before the one hotel, 
a barnish structure of rough boards 
upon which is painted the suggestive 
legend, ‘“‘Rest for the Weary.” There 
you may refresh yourself with bacon, 
frijoles, mush and milk and such fare 
be fore going out to explore the town 
of “Gold Gulch.” In this place it would 
be well to pay promptly for your order 
as the size of the proprietor’s cowhide 
boots augur ill for the unfortunate 
who might be dead broke. 

Across the street is the saloon where 
the drinks are served from behind a 
wooden plank laid across two barrels, 
This primitive bar, however, does not 
affect the quality of the whisky. At 
the other end is the wheel of fortune 
whose capricious turning has so often 
brought death or hope to its devotees, 
Of course gambling in earnest could 
not be permitted on the fair grounds, 
but as no mining camp Was ever known 
to exist Without its gambling hells, 
this point had to be circumvy ented and 
it was successfully by the able, boa 
of managers. Those wishing to indulgé.: 
in faro, monte, rouletté or poker have 
only to procure’ gold dust—brass, 
filings—which is given away, and buy 
chips. These chips being the same that 
were used in the famous El Dorado 
gambling hell, which flourished in San 
Francisco in 1849. Two rough-looking 
musicians make the place lively with 
banjo and fiddle. Apropos of muste, in 
the place I met a gentleman from 
Arizona. “That music is better than 
any I hear down town,” he said, “and 
does my heart good. I came west 
when I was 15 and I am getting an 
old man now, so you can see how long 
I've been here. This carries me back 
to the old days. A barkeeper whose 


costume consists chiefly of feroc - 
looking bowie knives and Tevelvals 
Suspended from his waist, holds sway. [ 
must confess [I spent a good deal of 
time in this saloon and here I met 
Mr. Davis, editor of the Gold Guleh 
Self-cocker, the newspaper published 
in the camp, and he kindly undertook 


to pilot me through the town. 

Next door is the dancehouse, where 
the fandango is performed by hardy 
girls to inspiriting music. The floor is 
certainly not very highly polished, and 
the seats, which are planks laid across 
barrels, are auite like ly 


to give 
but in a mining camp one “tos ae 
expect all the luxuries of life. 

The music hall around the corner, 
known as the “Oro Fino.” is usually 
crowded. Vaudeville reigns supreme 
from one young woman who enters on 


one foot, with the other twisted around 
her neck, to another who extols in. 
plaintive measure the virtues and fas- 
cinations of ‘‘Two Little Girls in Blue.” 
The stage is rudely draped in purple, 
and the glamour of the footlights does 
not lend any especial enchantment, as 
they are simply tallow candles stuck in 
potatoes. The orchestra consists of a 
man and.piano, the former perform-* 
ing with his hat on and a cigar in his 
mouth. Richard Foote, the actor, is 
erecting another theater at his own 
expense, where barnstorming dramas 
will be presented and every effort is 
being made to secure the services of 
such talent as make their debut in 
mining towns. 

At fhe end of the one street a fine 
representation of Mt. Shasta rears its 
lofty height, and from the hills at the 
side run sluices and flumes, which show 
where mining is carried on in a primi- 
tive way, old-time miners give real- 
istic exhibitions of the use of rockers, 
Ssluice-boxes and long toms. 

Rough cabins built of logs are scat- 
tered here and there, and it may be of 
intrest to know that among them are 
the cabins of John Mackay, Mark 
Twain, Maj. Downie and Joaquin Mu- 
rietta of bandit fame. In the museum, 
which is the fac-simile of James Mar- 
shall’s cabin at Colima, Fl Dorado 
county, many interesting relics are dis- 
played. For instance, the quaint, old 
saddle used by Marshall, and the first 
gold rocker made by him, the spurs 
of Gen. Tutter, a Wells-Fargo treasure 
box which was broken and rifled by 
the nofed outlaw “Black Bart,’ and 
the charred remains of the cabin occu- 
pied by James King, whieh was burned 
in a mysterious manner some eight 
years ago. 

A pack train of mules brings in the 
needed supplies, and at sundown the 
noisy voice of the old cannon used by 
Gen. Sutter tells the residents of the 
camp that it is time for supper. I-can 
testify to the excellence of the fried 
potatoes, which are a chief feature of 
the evening meal, for I ate some, with 
an iron fork off from a tin plate, seated 
precariously the while on a hogshead in 
true °49 style. 

Although. interesting at any time, the 
camp is seen to its best advantage at 
night, when the flaring lights and some- 
what discordant music in the dance- 
hall, the noisy crowd in the saloon, 
and the men in wide sombreros, with 
pistols and knives in their belts, make 
one feel as if they were far away from 
civilization, and had been spirited back 
to-the days when a man’s revolver was

Remnant of Herds of Camels and Drome- 
daries Once Introduced for the 
Use of the Army—Not a 
Success Here. 


(Washington Star:) From time to 
time reports have come of strange 
beasts having been seen in the great 


-desert of Arizona, and it has usually 


transpired that these beasts, upon 
closer description and examination, 
proved to have been camels Of late 
years only occasional reports have 
been received of the presence of ‘these 
foreign-built ‘‘ships of the desert’’ upon 
American soil. According to a state- 
ment received last July by Gustave 
Bender of this city from a resident of 
Arizona it is believed that the camels 
are rapidly becoming extinct.
